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A LONELY  CHAIR 

This  Editor,  and  I suspect  any  other  of  his  species,  in  introspective  moments  feels  that 
he  occupies  a lonely  chair.  Time  and  time  again  he  expounds  basic  truths,  numismatic  or 
otherwise,  only  to  suspect  that  he’s  whistling  up  a chimney.  Nobody  pays  any  attention  to 
him.  The  seal  of  Dartmouth  College  carries  the  Latin  motto,  “Vox  Clamantis  in  Deserto.” 
After  a good  deal  of  crying  aloud  in  assorted  deserts  it  is  a comfort  to  find  another  man 
doing  what  we  suspect  may  be  the  same  thing.  But  comfort  aside,  we  were  so  impressed 
by  what  he  had  to  say  that  some  of  it  bears  repetition  here. 

The  name  of  Q.  David  Bowers  will  be  a familiar  one  to  most  of  our  readers  even  though 
they  may  not  be  as  deeply  involved  in  the  field  of  U.  S.  Coins  as  he  is.  The  other  day  we 
were  subjecting  Hathaway  & Bowers’  latest  catalogue,  dated  September,  1970,  to  an  admiring 
examination  and  thinking  it  might  be  fun  if  we  were  only  in  a position  to  be  a “discrimi- 
nating numismatist.”  The  last  few  pages  of  this  publication  were  devoted  to  an  editorial  by 
Mr.  Bowers  entitled,  “A  Treasure  for  the  Future.”  As  something  of  a quiet  connossieur  of 
both  the  author’s  prose,  as  well  as  his  ideas,  we  settled  down  to  see  what  he  had  on  his 
mind  this  time.  His  theme  was  collecting  coins  and  the  various  ways  there  are  to  engage  in 
this  pleasurable  activity. 

The  first  part  of  the  editorial  was  devoted  to  an  experience  with  an  acquaintance  of  his 
named  Jim,  whose  approach  to  collecting  he  compared  with  that  of  the  late  Oscar  G.  Schilke, 
one  of  the  most  loveable  figures  who  has  ever  moved  across  the  numismatic  landscape  in 
recent  years.  His  conclusions  were  so  sound  we  feel  they  should  interest  every  reader  of 
the  REVIEW.  “Jim,”  he  wrote,  “will  never  be  happy  with  coins.  He  is  looking  for  some- 
thing that  coins  do  not  offer:  consistent  short  term  speculative  profits.  I wouldn’t  be  sur- 
prised if,  next  year,  Jim  has  forgotten  about  coins  entirely  and  is  investing  in  some  other 
field  which  offers  a mirage  of  fast  profits  without  any  work  or  knowledge.  Or,  maybe  I’m 
wrong.  Actually  I hope  I am.  I hope  he  reads  that  $50  worth  of  books  he’s  bought  and 
takes  up  coin  collecting  as  a hobby,  not  primarily  as  an  investment. 

‘The  above  incident,  which  happened  just  a few  weeks  ago,  is  not  particularly  unusual. 
We’ve  had  many  similar  conversations  with  other  coin  ‘investors.’  Other  dealers,  particularly 
those  with  over  the  counter  trade,  have  probably  heard  many  more  stories  than  have  I.  This 
situation  illustrates  the  frustration  of  the  coin  investor  who  enters  coins  from  a strictly 
investment  viewpoint  and  cannot  grasp  that  coins  are  a collecting  field  first  and  an  invest- 
ment field  a far  second.” 

Oscar  Schilke  was  an  entirely  different  sort  of  man.  He  was  not  an  instant  “numismatist” 
but  had  devoted  a lifetime  to  the  study  and  collection  of  coins.  He  not  only  read  more 
than  $50  worth  of  books  but,  in  collaberation  with  Raphael  E.  Solomon,  wrote  a very  good 
one  himself  — “America’s  Foreign  Coins.”  This  volume  should  be  in  every  collector’s 
library.  Mr.  Bowers  paid  him  a revealing  and  obviously  heartfelt  tribute.  “Numismatics  made 
Mr.  Schilke’s  life  richer  in  many  ways.  From  a pleasure  viewpoint  he  really  enjoyed  the 
company  of  other  collectors  and  dealers  many  of  whom  today  can  recall  his  warm  hospi- 
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tality  and  his  love  for  the  coins  he  owned.  From  a financial  viewpoint,  his  coin  collection 
made  a nice  nest  egg  — an  investment  whose  performance  would  have  been  hard  to  duplicate 
in  any  financial  medium. 

“We  recall  our  friendship  and  business  with  Mr.  Schilke  to  illustrate  that  coins  can  be 
iewarding  financially,  but  historically  those  who  have  done  best  have  been  collectors  and 
numismatists  first  and  investors  second.” 

All  we  can  say  is  Amen!

PLATED  ANCIENT  COINS 
By  C.  E.  Rowe 

To  the  Editor: 

Perhaps  you  will  tolerate  another  comment  on  the  subject  of  plated,  or  “fouree”  coins, 
this  time  in  a serious  vein. 

An  unabridged  French  dictionary  will  indicate  the  meaning  “filled”  for  the  word 
“fouree,”  in  the  sense  that  we  speak  in  English  of  a “gold-filled”  article.  There  may  be 
some  small  logic  for  the  use  of  the  word,  instead  of  the  English,  “plated,”  when  one 
wishes  to  distinguish  between  the  plated  coins  which  occur  mainly  before  the  Third  Century 
A.D.,  and  the  Roman  coins  of  the  Third  and  Four  Centuries  that  were  given  a thin  “wash” 
of  silver  which  has  an  entirely  different  character.  The  writer’s  preference  would  be  to  use 
for  this  later  type  of  coating  the  word  “silvered,”  or  “silver-washed,”  and  to  reserve  for  the 
earlier  coating  the  word,  “plated.” 

The  word,  “fouree,”  however,  is  venerable  in  numismatic  usage.  It  will  not  be  easily 
given  up,  so  the  collector  had  best  get  used  to  it.  It  is  only  to  be  hoped  that  the  word  will 
never  be  used  under  circumstances  in  which  the  vendor  hopes  to  move  coins  to  an  unsuspect- 
ing recipient! 

My  main  comment  has  to  do  with  your  quotation  from,  “Thei  Roman  Imperial  Coinage,” 
(1),  which  appeared  in  a recent  issue  (2).  I feel  that  since  you  have  carried  the  discussion 
this  far,  your  readers  should  be  made  aware  that  a far  better  study  of  the  subject  has  been 
prepared  by  William  Campbell  and  published  by  The  American  Numismatic  Society  in  mono- 
graph form  in  1933  (3).  This  book  covers  the  results  of  very  complete  and  painstaking 
observations  on  photographs  made  with  a metallographic  microscope  of  specimens  ranging 
from  the  Sixth  Century  B.C.  to  the  First  Century  A.D.  The  findings  are  quite  definitive, 
and  up-date  the  brief  discussion  which  appears  in,  “The  Roman  Imperial  Coinage,”  written 
about  ten  years  earlier.  I should  like  to  quote  from  Campbell’s  summary:  “Reviewing  the 
structures  found  in  the  above  examination  we  find  most  of  the  coins  were  made  by  covering 
the  copper  cores  with  silver  sheet,  cupped  and  overlapping,  the  whole  being  joined  by  a 
relatively  fusible  silver  copper  alloy,  in  most  cases  the  eutectic  alloy  which  melts  at  778 
degrees  C. 

Others  were  apparently  made  by  sprinkling  the  copper  core  with  powdered  silver  or 
silver  copper  alloy  and  heating  strongly  till  the  powder  melted  and  “ran,”  or  by  dipping  the 
copper  core  in  liquid  eutectic  alloy  or  one  rather  richer  in  silver. 

The  joining  of  silver  coating  to  the  copper  core  to  produce  such  structures  can  be 
done  in  two  ways.  The  first,  by  using,  silver  solder,  would  explain  all  of  the  structures  found 
but  not  their  marked  irregularities.  The  second,  in  which  no  solder  is  used,  is  the  same  as 
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that  discovered  by  Bolsover  for  making  Sheffield  plate,  in  which  the  two  metals  are  heated 
in  contact  to  the  point  where  a film  of  the  eutectic  alloy  is  produced  (i.e.  778  deg.  C).  This 
gives  rise  to  an  irregular  layer  of  the  eutectic  alloy  such  as  occurs  in  most  of  the  samples 
above.  If  we  assume  that  silver  solder  was  not  known  down  to  the  time  of  Pliny,  for  he  does 
not  mention  it,  then  it  would  seem  that  the  Sheffield  plate  or  diffusion  method  must  have 
been  used  by  the  ancients,  where  the  copper  core  is  covered  with  sheet  silver.” 

In  Part  II  of  the  same  study,  the  above  conclusions  were  pretty  well  verified,  but  a 
third  method  is  also  indicated: 

“.  . . A third  method  was  one  in  which  silver  foil  was  not  used.  It  is  possible  to  produce 
such  a coating  by  dipping  the  copper  core  in  a bath  of  silver-copper  alloy,  but  as  all  of 
these  coatings  are  very  thin  it  is  more  probable  that  the  method  consisted  of  using  powder 
and  a suitable  flux  and  heating  until  the  silver  melted  and  ran  to  form  a continuous  but 
irregular  coating.” 

While  the  above  fairly  well  defines  the  techniques  used  for  producing  the  plated  coins, 
it  says  nothing  about  the  motives  and  circumstances  under  which  these  were  produced  in 
all  of  the  centuries  of  antiquity  which  knew  the  use  of  coined  money.  This  invites  speculation, 
and  it  needs  a better  study  than  has  been  made  to  this  date. 

The  controversy  goes  on,  as  to  whether  these  plated  coins  are  genuine  official  issues, 
whether  they  were  connived  at  privately,  or  whether  they  are  frankly  fraudulent.  Over  and 
over  again  I have  heard  it  said  that  coins  made  by  the  same  official  dies  have  been  found 
both  in  pure  and  plated  form.  I would  like  to  end  with  a significant  quote  that  even  throws 
doubt  on  this  view-point: 

“Two  denarii,  one  of  pure  silver,  the  other  plated,  and  at  first  sight  struck  from  the 
same  dies,  are  described.  A closer  inspection  shows  that  the  latter  is  struck  from  false  dies. 
The  overwhelming  literary  and  documentary  evidence  that  plated  coins  were  false  coins 
should  be  believed.”  (4)

CLEANING  COINS 

The  urge  to  clean  a coin  is  just  as  basic  a part  of  human  nature  as  original  sin.  “I 
cleaned  it  so  I could  find  the  date,”  or,  “I  rubbed  it  on  the  rug  until  it  shined  like  gold  so 
it  must  be  gold”  are  repeated  over  and  over  again  in  many  different  forms.  While  comments 
of  this  kind  may  bring  a smile  to  the  informed  collector,  he  might  remember  that  Judy 
O’Grady  and  the  Colonel’s  Lady  had  much  in  common.  We  can  recall  several  cases  of  once 
superbly  toned  Proofs  which  have  suffered  from  the  most  recent  owner’s  passion  for  bright 
silver.  Our  advice  about  cleaning  coins  is  the  simple  admonition  — DON’T. 

These  thoughts  were  actually  brought  to  mind  when  we  had  to  examine  a small  collec- 
tion of  Ancient  Greek,  Roman  and  U.  S.  Coins  belonging  to  a well  known  University.  The 
advance  billing  given  the  collection  was  excellent.  When  the  coins  were  laid  out  in  the 
Galleries  we  had  a shock.  A substantial  quantity  of  the  Ancients  had  been  cleaned,  par- 
ticularly the  Roman  bronzes!  If  a U.  S.  cent  looks  like  gold  to  the  inexperienced  eye  imagine 
the  splendid  effect  of  an  orichalcum  sestertius  scrubbed  to  a gleaming  yellow!  As  a matter 
of  fact  we’ll  take  that  suggestion  back.  Don’t  imagine  anything  of  the  kind.  The  very  thought 
is  too  painful. 
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FURTHER  THOUGHTS  ABOUT  THE  1804  CLASS  I DOLLAR 

AND  PROOF  EAGLE

It  has  been  a little  over  six  years  since  the  discovery  of  the  1834  Proof  Set  containing 
a Class  I 1804  Dollar,  now  called  the  “Siam  Specimen,”  was  disclosed  by  David  Spink  and 
myself  at  the  1962  A.N.A.  Convention  in  Detroit.  Our  announcement  was  followed  very 
quickly  by  Eric  Newman’s  and  Ken  Bressett’s,  “THE  FANTASTIC  1804  DOLLAR,” 
published  by  Whitman.  This  brilliant  example  of  careful  numismatic  research  must  have 
seemed  to  many  to  have  dispelled  the  aura  of  mystery  surrounding  the  coin  and  its  associate 
piece,  the  1804  Proof  Eagle,  although  the  authors  very  modestly  disclaimed  having  written 
“the  last  word  on  the  subject.”  Nevertheless,  it  hardly  appeared  likely  there  could  be  much 
more  to  be  said  about  the  Class  I Dollar  or  any  of  the  others. 

By  pure  chance  random  numismatic  reading  led  me  into  the  confused  story  of  all  the 
ills  plaguing  the  U.  S.  coinage  during  the  1820’s.  Then  the  reading  expanded  to  take  in  the 
immediate  years  before,  and  finally  to  the  first  step  taken  to  remedy  the  problem  in  the 
coinage  Act  of  1834.  Almost  in  spite  of  myself  I began  to  think  about  the  1804  Dollar 
again.  Naturally  I turned  to  Eric  Newman’s  book,  and  to  “THE  U.  S.  MINT  AND 
COINAGE,”  written  by  Don  Taxay,  currently  our  most  productive  numismatic  historian. 
As  a result  further  thoughts  about  the  Dollar  came  to  mind,  or  rather  the  context  into  which 
it  had  been  so  expertly  fitted  by  both  authors.  These  thoughts  were  not  of  earth  shaking 
originality  but  I do  think  they  are  worth  putting  down  on  paper,  if  only  to  provide  a little 
fun  and  a target  for  somebody  to  shoot  at. 

In  looking  back  on  all  that  has  been  written  about  the  Dollar  the  really  curious  thing 
is  that  the  coin  did  manage  to  give  rise  to  so  much  controversy.  Years  before  I had 
developed  any  direct  interest  in  the  piece  it  seemed  to  me  there  was  one  incontrovertible 
fact  that  should  have  been  plain  to  anyone  who  had  the  slightest  familiarity  with  coins. 
The  very  fabric  of  the  Dollar  showed  it  simply  was  not  struck  in  1804.  There  was  no 
necessity  for  any  collector  to  have  an  intimate  knowledge  of  the  different  minting  techniques 
in  use  from  1794  to  1834.  The  Dollar  could  not  have  been  produced  by  the  type  of 
machinery  used  when  the  1803  Dollars,  or  the  minor  silver  and  gold  issues  actually  dated 
1804,  were  struck.  The  same  could  be  said  of  the  1804  Proof  Eagle.  Whatever  the  entry  in 
the  mint  records  indicating  19,570  Dollars  made  in  1804  meant,  the  attempts  to  explain 
the  disappearance  of  Dollars  presumably  bearing  that  date  was  wasted  effort.  I later  came 
to  think  it  was  significant  that  all  these  romantic  tales  began  to  bloom  in  full  luxurience 
between  1899  and  1937,  as  is  documented  in  Eric  Newman’s  footnotes  on  pages  24  and  25 
of  his  book.  It  was  quite  clear  the  enthusiastic  creators  of  these  bedtime  stories  were  all 
operating  on  one  assumption:  namely  that  the  Dollars  had  actually  been  made  in  1804.  But 
as  the  appearance  of  the  existing  specimens  clearly  showed  they  had  not,  a lot  of  people, 
many  of  whom  should  have  known  better,  solemnly  invented  much  nonsense  under  the 
impression  they  were  making  contributions  to  numismatic  history. 

Reminded  of  these  early  ruminations  it  now  seems  possible  to  detect  one  common 
thread  running  through  almost  everything  written  about  the  1804  Dollar.  Those  who 
concerned  themselves  with  it,  dealers,  collectors,  or  scholars  qualified  and  amateur,  all  have 
approached  their  subject  with  preconceived  notions  of  one  kind  or  another.  And  there  is  an 
additional  complication.  Different  individuals  equally  familiar  with  the  rules  and  techniques 
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of  historical  research  and  equally  able  to  separate  fact  from  fiction  can  see  the  same  problem 
from  entirely  different  ends  of  the  spectrum.  For  this  reason  alone  certain  aspects  of  the 
Class  I 1804  Dollar  story  now  widely  accepted  will  benefit  from  an  examination. 

Thanks  to  the  efforts  of  Eric  Newman  and  his  collaborators,  Walter  Breen  and  Lynn 
Glazer,  it  is  safe  to  say  that  few  numismatic  facts  about  any  of  the  1804  Dollars  remain 
to  be  discovered.  Even  if  additional  details  do  come  to  light  they  are  likely  to  fit  into  a 
mosaic  completed  for  all  practical  purposes.  But  the  meaning  of  the  mosaic,  or  some  parts 
of  its  composition,  is  something  else  again.  The  problem  is  most  succinctly  stated  by  Don 
Taxay.  In  his  opinion,  when  Mint  Director  Moore  ordered  the  Class  I Dollars  and  the  1804 
Eagle  to  be  included  in  the  presentation  sets  of  1834,  “his  act  was  a flagrant  violation  of  two 
laws;  first  because  the  coins  did  not  bear  the  year  of  their  date  and  secondly  because  the 
weight  of  the  eagle  did  not  conform  with  the  Act  of  June  28,  1834,  passed  prior  to  its  strik- 
ing.”1 Taxay  and  Newman  are  both  in  agreement  on  these  points. 

Until  the  appearance  of  the  1834  Siamese  set  Newman’s  research  had  led  him  to  the 
firm  view  that  the  Eagle  and  all  the  Dollars  regardless  of  class  were  illegal,  not  only  for 
the  same  reasons  mentioned  by  Taxay,  but  also  because  they  represented  fiddling  about 
with  dies  by  mint  employees  for  private  gain.  In  modifying  his  opinions  slightly  when  taking 
the  1834  set  into  consideration  he  still  firmly  held  to  his  belief  that  the  coins  were  illegal

because  their  pre-dating  conflicted  with  the  coinage  Act  of  Congress  passed  on  April  2, 
1792.  Section  10  of  that  Act  specifies  the  devices  for  the  different  denominations  and  states 
that  the  obverses  shall  carry,  “the  year  of  the  coinage.”  The  matter  would  hardly  seem 
open  to  question.  But  when  these  views  are  subjected  to  analysis  a number  of  questions  im- 
mediately arise. 

If  the  Act  of  1792  is  to  be  interpreted  with  simplistic  exactness,  the  catalogue  of  illegalities 
perpetrated  by  high  officials  in  the  Executive  branch  of  the  Government,  including  the 
President,  the  Secretary  of  State  and  many  Directors  of  the  mint  is  impressive.  We  hardly 
need  to  look  back  135  years  for  the  evidence.  Fundamentally  it  seems  to  me  there  is  no 
essential  difference  in  law  between  striking  a Dollar  dated  1804  in  1834  and  striking  19,570 
Dollars  in  1804  dated  1803.  By  historic  custom  and  for  purely  practical  reasons  many 
mints  have  found  themselves  with  perfectly  good  dies  at  the  end  of  a calendar  year  and 
put  them  into  use  after  January  1 the  following  year.  Apart  from  anything  else  the 
taxpayer’s  money  was  saved.  Newman  and  Taxay  list  a number  of  instances  where  this  was 
done  in  the  early  days  of  the  mint.  It  was  a common  sense  policy  and  a common  practice, 
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but  one  that  was  illegal  if  the  mint  law  of  1792  is  to  be  so  literally  construed.  Nevertheless, 
numismatic  historians  have  not  made  an  issue  of  this  type  of  illegality.  They  simply  accept 
it  as  part  of  the  natural  order  of  things. 

Congress  makes  laws  but  the  Executive  branch  is  empowered  by  the  Constitution  to 
execute  them.  Congress,  however,  cannot  interfere  with  the  day  to  day  business  of  the 
Executive.  As  Dr.  Johnson  told  Boswell,  “Laws  are  not  made  for  particular  cases,  but  for 
men  in  general.”  The  actual  business  of  living  with  laws  involves  a degree  of  administrative 
discretion  and  common  sense  application,  a point  Don  Taxay  seems  to  ignore.  But  Eric 
Newman  goes  one  step  further  and  says,  “No  directive  or  instruction  from  the  President  or 
the  Secretary  of  State  could  override  Section  10  of  the  Act  of  Congress  passed  April  2, 

1792 ,”2  He  was  even  more  explicit  two  years  later  in  an  amusing  and  instructive  article, 

“Updating  the  Fantastic  1804  Dollar”,  which  appeared  in  the  “WHITMAN  NUMISMATIC 
JOURNAL.”  In  that  publication  he  writes,  “Neither  the  President,  the  Secretary  of  State, 
Director  of  the  Mint,  or  any  other  person  in  the  public  service  had  the  power  to  authorize  or 
undertake  any  violation  of  any  Act  of  Congress  relating  to  the  coinage.”3  In  commenting 
on  Jefferson’s  order  suspending  the  coinage  of  Dollars  in  1806,  Don  Taxay  is  on  the  same 
wave  length  when  he  says  in  a footnote,  “Neither  Boudinot  nor  Jefferson,  but  Congress  alone, 
had  the  actual  authority  to  suspend  any  coinage.”4 

If  these  statements  are  taken  as  a practical  application  of  the  law,  it  is  difficult  to  explain 
why  many  denominations  in  the  U.  S.  series  were  not  struck  from  time  to  time.  The  suspension 
of  the  coinage  of  Morgan  Dollars  in  1904  is  a case  in  point.  Jefferson  certainly  had  just  as  good 
and  sufficient  reasons  for  suspending  the  production  of  large  silver  coins  in  1806  as  Washington 
did  when  he  altered  the  weight  of  the  copper  coins  in  1796.  No  one  at  the  time  questioned  his 
right  to  do  so.  Similarly,  when  the  instruction  to  prepare  the  1834  sets  was  made  by  a com- 
mand of  the  President  transmitted  by  the  Secretary  of  State  to  the  Director  of  the  Mint,  to  say 
that  these  officials  were  illegally  overriding  the  will  of  Congress  takes  a common  administra- 
tive practice  and  blows  it  up  into  a Constitutional  issue  the  facts  of  the  time  will  not 
support.  To  accuse  the  President  of  the  United  States  of  breaking  the  law  is  no  light  thing. 
It  would  have  been  a brave  man  who  told  Andrew  Jackson  anything  of  the  kind  to  his  face. 
In  other  words,  there  was  no  actual  breaking  of  the  law  as  it  was  then  interpreted.  What 
would  now  be  called  an  Executive  Order  was  issued  and  acted  upon.  To  attempt  to  restrict 
the  powers  of  the  Executive  in  matters  of  this  sort  was  not,  and  is  not,  feasible,  either  in 
1806,  1834  or  today. 

Somewhat  surprisingly,  after  having  stated  flatly  that  neither  the  President  nor  the 
Secretary  of  State  had  any  power  to  “override”  the  original  coinage  law  Newman  goes  on 
to  make  a curious  observation.  He  writes,  “Although  the  ‘year  of  coinage’  was  required 
to  be  on  all  coins  by  virtue  of  Section  10  of  the  Act  of  April  2,  1792,  there  was 
no  penalty  for  violating  this  requirement.”  The  Act  of  1792  dealt  quite  explicitly  with  the 
types  of  misconduct  which  might  be  expected  within  the  Mint  by  providing  penalties  for 
adulteration  of  the  metal  used  in  the  coinage  and  for  embezzlement.  But  the  striking  of  a 
coin  which  did  not  carry  “the  year  of  coinage”  was  not  listed  as  misconduct.  Naturally 
enough  there  was  no  penalty  established  for  what  was  not  contemplated  as  a violation.  The 
strict  interpretation  of  Section  10  adopted  by  Newman  and  Taxay  amounts  to  inventing  an 
“intent  of  Congress”  which  cannot  be  supported  by  the  text  of  the  Act  itself. 

Regretting  the  laxity  of  the  lawmakers  in  this  respect  by  implication  Newman  adds, 
“However,  it  could  be  claimed  that  antedated  coins  are  in  violation  of  the  counterfeiting 
law  of  March  3,  1825,  Chapter  LXV,  Section  20,  which  makes  it  a felony  to  falsely  make, 
^ forge,  or  counterfeit  or  cause  or  procure  to  be  made,  forged  or  counterfeited  any  coin  in 
the  resemblance  or  similitude  of  the  gold  or  silver  coin  which  has  been  and  may  be  coined 
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at  the  Mint  of  the  United  States.”5  If  this  quotation  is  applicable  to  the  discussion  at  all, 
it  puts  the  author  into  the  position  of  saying  that  in  1834  the  President  authorized  the 
officers  and  employees  of  the  Mint  to  engage  in  counterfeiting.  But  perhaps  the  key  to  his 
analysis  of  the  possible  application  of  the  counterfeiting  clause  is  really  contained  in  the  words, 
‘to  falsely  make.”  His  whole  argument  rests  on  the  contention  that  the  Class  I Dollars  and  the 
Eagle  were  false  coins.  It  is  legitimate  to  ask,  “false”  in  relation  to  what?  They  were  certainly 
not  made  for  circulation  as  money.  We  are  not  dealing  with  a substantial  issue  of  coins  but 
only  with  an  extremely  limited  number  of  proofs  struck  for  a specific  purpose. 

The  inherent  contradictions  of  the  Newman  logic  can  perhaps  be  placed  in  a sharper 
focus  if  we  consider  the  Gobrecht  pattern  for  a moment.  Referring  to  the  patterns  of  1836, 
Adams  and  Woodin,  in  their,  “UNITED  STATES  PATTERN,  TRIAL  AND  EXPERI- 
MENTAL PIECES,”  say,  “The  most  important  of  these  were  the  dollars  and  half  dollars 
made  in  anticipation  of  the  passage  of  a law  that  would  reduce  the  weight  of  these  coins.”6 
No  one  has  claimed  or  very  well  can  claim,  that  the  Gobrecht  dollars  were  illegal  because  the 
practice  of  striking  patterns  is  fully  recognized  as  one  of  the  normal  prerogatives  of  any 
national  mint.  Although  the  reasons  why  they  were  struck  were  quite  different,  they  were, 
like  the  Class  I Dollars,  made  for  a special  purpose.  Nevertheless,  they  were  struck  in 
advance  of  the  new  coinage  law  of  1837.  Their  weight  did  not  correspond  with  that 
established  by  the  law  of  1792  and  repeated  in  1834,  which  was  still  on  the  books.  Within 
the  Newman  frame  of  reference,  however,  the  Mint  did  not  have  the  right  to  strike  them 
at  all.  The  ex  post  facto  justification  provided  by  the  Act  of  January  18,  1837,  cannot 
alter  the  position  of  the  1836  Gobrechts  at  the  time  they  were  made.  They  not  only  conflicted 
with  the  original  coinage  law  but  with  Jefferson’s  order  of  1806.  In  terms  of  plain  reality, 
of  course,  an  argument  of  this  kind  is  pure  nonsense  and  could  be  used  as  a prime  specimen 
of  reductio  ad  absurdum.  But  I do  think  it  does  show  where  the  manipulation  of  evidence 
to  suit  a particular  purpose  can  lead.  And  sooner  or  later,  what’s  sauce  for  the  goose  is 
sauce  for  the  gander. 

The  slanted  emphasis  just  discussed  has  the  additional  defect  of  distorting  the  whole 
question  of  the  Class  I 1804  Dollars.  The  thing  was  just  not  that  important.  In  the  hope 
of  furthering  the  commercial  interest  of  the  country  it  was  decided  to  present  a gift  of 
coins  to  two  foreign  Princes.  The  only  requirement  was  that  the  sets  contain  “duplicate 
specimens  of  each  kind  now  in  use”  and  be  as  attractive  as  possible.7  Here  we  return  to  the 
question  raised  in  an  earlier  paragraph  about  a competent  historian  operating  at  one  end  of 
the  spectrum.  The  creation  of  the  Dollars,  and  the  Eagles  for  that  matter,  is  assumed  to 
involve  conspiracy  to  hide  an  illegality.  Why  assume  any  conspiracy?  Eric  Newman  manages 
to  come  up  with  a number  of  interesting  contradictions  by  entering  into  a series  of  unprovable 
assumptions.  He  writes,  “It  is  perfectly  clear  that  if  the  mint  employees  participating  in  the 
production  of  the  dies  for  the  coinage  of  the  1804  dollar  had  felt  they  were  authorized  or 
justified  in  making  the  dies  for  an  1804  dollar  they  would  not  have  hesitated  to  say  so.  They 
actually  did  everything  in  their  power  to  conceal  the  fact.”  In  the  next  paragraph  he  notes, 
“if  there  had  been  any  proper  authorization  or  defensible  justification  for  the  1804  dollar  it 
would  have  been  pointed  out  at  some  time  thereafter  instead  of  being  white  washed  and 
avoided.”8  The  assumption  of  conspiracy  is  then  bolstered  by  a discussion  of  the  close  family 
relationships  of  many  of  the  employees.  But  finally  he  undermines  his  own  thesis  when  he 
says,  “The  mint  officials  had  no  feeling  they  had  done  anything  really  wrong.” 

The  contradictions  do  not  end  here.  Newman  applied  still  another  twist  of  the  screw 
in  his,  “Updating  the  Fantastic  1804  Dollar”  referred  to  above.  Although  admitting  in  1962 
that  the  mint  officials  seemed  to  be  without  consciousness  of  wrongdoing  when  they  struck 
the  Class  I Dollars  and  the  Eagle,  by  1964  he  turned  about  and  claimed,  “They  had 
devilment  in  their  hearts  when  they  did  it.”  It  is  not  easy  to  understand  just  how  the  author 
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knows  what  was  going  on  in  the  “hearts”  of  these  long  deceased  individuals  or  what  their 
intentions  were.  The  entire  pyramid  of  suspicion  appears  to  be  based  on  their  failing  to  keep 
the  type  of  numismatically  detailed  records  Newman  himself  thinks  they  should  have  kept. 
This  amounts  to  abandoning  the  principles  of  Common  Law  and  adopting  those  of  the 
Napoleonic  Code.  The  accused  have  been  judged  guilty  unless  they  can  prove  themselves 
innocent.  To  put  it  another  way,  their  guilt  depends  on  having  neglected  to  prepare  a defense 
in  advance  against  charges  they  could  not  possibly  have  known  would  be  lodged  against  them. 
They  have  been  arraigned  before  history’s  bar  for  the  rather  peculiar  reason  that  there  are 
no  facts  to  support  the  accusations. 

As  great  a numismatic  historian  as  Newman  has  proved  himself  to  be  it  must  be 
suggested  that  his  preoccupation  with  the  illegality  of  the  Class  I Dollar  led  him  astray. 
His  opinion  about  the  mint  employees  is  an  example.  Most  of  it  is  pure  conjecture,  not 
fact.  He  comes  unexpectedly  close  to  the  true  significance  of  his  “conspiracy”  when  he  says, 
“The  Mint  officials  did  not  feel  it  necessary  to  justify  their  actions.”  If  the  whole  argument 
is  approached  from  the  end  of  the  spectrum  directly  opposite  to  Newman’s  by  looking  at 
the  actual  evidence  available  and  assuming  the  mint  officials  had  no  reason  to  hide  anything, 
what  is  the  result?  Instead  of  concealing  illegality  they  left  no  minutely  detailed  numismatic 
record  of  the  transaction  in  1834  because: 

1.  It  seemed  that  the  files  held  all  that  was  necessary  in  the  Executive  directive  to 
make  the  sets  and  in  the  subsequent  correspondence. 

2.  They  didn’t  think  they  had  done  anything  wrong  for  the  good  reason  that  they 
hadn’t. 

The  clouds  of  sulphur  disappear  if  one  suddenly  thinks  of  the  intervention  of  Satan  at  the 
mint  as  only  a figment  of  the  imagination  — at  least  in  1834. 

Eric  Newman’s  technical  description  of  the  1804  coins  is  one  of  the  best  examples  of 
scientific  numismatic  analysis  ever  to  appear  in  print.  The  precise  and  accurate  marshalling 
of  facts  presented  with  faultless  logic  lead  inevitably  to  a Q.E.D.  hardly  likely  to  be 
challenged.  In  spite  of  this,  Satan  manages  to  stick  his  head  around  the  comer  and  provide 
the  reader  with  a devilish  wink.  The  author’s  concern  with  what  he  considers  to  be  the 
illegal  origins  of  the  1804’s  so  carefully  concealed  by  the  conspirators  surfaces  briefly.  In 
summing  up  his  case  against  the  Eagle  he  says,  “The  proof  1804  eagle  has  a base  on 
the  4 but  no  crosslet,  and  the  1804  altered  date  restrike  cent  does  not  have  either.  Even 
though  both  of  them  are  products  of  a much  later  period  than  their  dating,  they  show  that 
in  making  antedated  dies  little  care  was  taken  to  conform  tiny  details  of  this  nature  to  the 
original  coinage.”10  The  bracketing  of  the  gold  coin  with  the  1804  restrike  cent,  a numismatic 
fraud  if  there  ever  was  one,  is  a perfect  example  of  how  a superb  scholar  can  trip  himself 
up.  Dr.  Sheldon  in  his,  “PENNY  WHIMSY,”  pays  his  respects  to  the  copper  coin  by  approv- 
ing the  Proskey-Doughty  judgment  that  it  had  been,  “manufactured  (about  1860)  for  the  sole 
purpose  of  supplying  coin  dealers  with  a cent  — they  could  sell  to  young  and  ignorant 
collectors.”11  Newman  makes  what  amounts  to  an  attempt  to  establish  guilt  by  association. 

The  ghost  of  conspiracy  is  also  given  a further  lease  on  life  by  Newman’s  noting, 
most  accurately,  that  no  care  was  taken  to  reproduce  on  the  Eagle  dies  all  the  tiny  details 
of  the  “original  coinage.”  Truer  words  were  never  written.  It  is  their  meaning  that  counts  — 
a meaning  which  may  not  have  occurred  to  the  author.  The  whole  story  of  the  Class  I 
Dollar  and  the  1804  Eagle  shows  fairly  conclusively  that  Director  Moore  felt  no  compulsion 
to  make  pieces  that  were  such  accurate  copies  they  would  pass  muster  as  original  coins 
struck  in  1804.  He  wanted  two  pretty  pieces  for  his  sets  and  nothing  more.  So  even  the 
numismatic  details  give  no  support  to  the  idea  that  there  was  a conspiracy  by  Mint  officers 
to  hide  illegal  activity  on  their  part. 
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Nevertheless,  by  an  odd  twist  of  logic  the  officers  and  employees  are  severely  taken  to 
task  because  they  did  not  make  the  coins  as  detailed  copies.  For  this  they  are  accused  of 
a serious  dereliction  in  their  duties.  It  should  be  permissible  to  consider  for  a moment  what 
the  result  would  have  been  if  a real  effort  had  been  made  to  engrave  dies  and  strike  coins 
which  did  look  exactly  like  those  produced  by  the  methods  and  machinery  available  in 
1804.  The  task  should  not  have  been  beyond  the  capabilities  of  the  mint  in  1834  had  the 
motivation  been  there  to  create  “genuine  reproductions.”  The  accusations  of  guilt  by  asso- 
ciation and  dereliction  of  duty  would  have  had  to  be  abandoned.  But  the  accurate 
“resemblance  or  similitude”  of  the  pieces  would  have  been  brought  forward  as  irrefutable 
evidence  of  intent  to  defraud.  Well  after  the  event  the  gentlemen  in  question  are  put  in  the 
awkward  position  of  finding  themselves  damned  because  of  what  they  didn’t  try  to  do.  If 
they  had  done  otherwise  they  would  have  been  doubly  damned. 

There  are  various  approaches  to  be  taken  when  explaining  why  the  Class  I Dollars  and 
the  Proof  Eagles  were  made.  Again  I think  the  most  obvious  is  the  correct  one.  Director 
Moore  read  the  President’s  Order  to  mean  what  it  said.  The  Coins  were  to  be  specimens  of 
pieces  “now  in  use.”10  The  author  is  correct  in  pointing  out  that  dollars  and  eagles 
were  seldom  seen  in  actual  circulation,  a detail  of  which  the  entire  commercial  community 
was  fully  aware.13  A moment’s  thought  however,  will  show  that  “in  use”  and  “in  circulation” 
cannot  necessarily  be  equated  to  mean  the  same  thing.  The  limited  number  of  those  denomi- 
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nations  available  prevented  their  general  circulation  but  certainly  not  their  use  from  time  to 
time.  It  is  even  more  than  probable  that  once  the  Act  of  1834  had  officially  rated  the  old 
standard  Eagle  at  $ 10.661/2  (about  its  real  value)  a number  of  them  surfaced  and  were  put 
to  actual  use.  So  the  Director’s  interpretation  of  the  instructions  received  from  the  Secretary 
of  State  is  not  as  tortured  as  Newman  would  make  it  out  to  be.  In  addition,  the  1804  Proofs 
met  the  requirements  of  specially  struck  pieces  suitable  for  presentation.  But  what  about 
the  alternatives?  Still  on  the  end  of  his  spectrum,  Eric  Newman  makes  ingenious  suggestions. 
The  Mint  officials,  “should  have  obtained  from  the  banks  in  Philadelphia  beautiful  examples 
of  dollars  and  eagles  coined  during  the  1794-1804  period  — or  they  should  have  prepared 
new  dies  with  an  1834  date  for  dollars  and  eagles  in  order  to  strike  proofs  which  complied 
with  the  1834  standard  of  weight  and  fineness.”14 

The  first  of  these  ideas  is  surprising.  Both  Dollars  and  gold  coins,  particularly  the  latter, 
were  in  very  short  supply  because  they  had  been  exported  or  melted  down  at  a profit  to 
those  who  made  the  arrangements.  The  constant  Congressional  extension  of  the  legal  tender 
status  of  foreign  coins  is  strong  evidence  of  the  shortage  of  Philadelphia  mint  issues.  The 
report  of  the  committee  on  the  currency  submitted  to  the  House  on  February  2,  1821  dis- 
closed that  there  was  a total  of  $1200  in  gold  coins  in  the  Bank  of  the  United  States,  only 
$100  of  which  was  American.15  If  there  was  such  a small  quantity  of  domestic  gold  in  the 
principal  Government  Depository  in  1821  it  is  not  very  likely  that  Director  Moore  could 
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have  secured  any  Eagles  at  all  from  the  Philadelphia  banks  in  1834.  If  the  banks  had 
managed  to  find  a few  specimens,  the  chance  of  their  being  “beautiful  examples”  is  even 
more  remote  for  the  very  good  reasons  that  just  such  specimens  were  drawn  toward  the 
melting  pot  or  hoarded  because  of  their  heavier  weight.  We  should  not  forget  it  is  much 
easier  for  a collector  to  secure  a brilliant  Uncirculated  Eagle  today  than  it  would  have  been 
for  anyone  in  1834.  In  Don  Taxay’s  opinion.  Moore,  one  of  the  best  of  the  early  Mint 
Directors,  was  a highly  respected  and  very  acute  individual.  It  can  be  suggested  that  he 
struck  the  1804  Dollars  and  Eagles  because  this  was  the  best  way,  and  the  only  way,  to  secure 
satisfactory  specimens  for  the  sets  he  had  been  instructed  by  the  President  of  the  United 
States  to  prepare. 

In  pursuing  this  line  of  discussion  we  are  not  out  of  the  legal  brambles  just  yet.  What 
about  the  second  alternative  offered  to  Moore’s  dilemma?  Although  life  proceeded  at  a 
more  leisurely  pace  a century  and  a quarter  ago  than  it  now  does,  there  was  an  urgent 
need  for  the  sets  which  left  little  time  for  experimentations.  Given  the  time  element  I doubt 
if  dies  for  a new  Dollar  and  Eagle  could  possibly  have  been  prepared.  No  new  designs  for 
the  coins  were  ready.  Finding  an  acceptable  design  for  any  denomination  of  our  coinage 
has  been  traditionally  extremely  difficult  as  Don  Taxay  ably  and  readably  recounts  in  his 
book.  The  story  of  the  Gobrecht  pattern  demonstrates  how  confusing  the  exercise  could  be. 
But  this  is  not  all.  It  must  be  remembered  that  President  Jefferson’s  Executive  Order  to 
discontinue  the  striking  of  the  Dollars  for  circulation  as  money  was  still  in  force.  Adopting  a 
purely  literal  approach  to  law  for  the  moment  I will  suggest  that  for  Director  Moore  to 
invent  a new  Dollar  dated  1834  would  have  illegally  conflicted  with  that  Order.  In  preparing 
an  1804  Dollar  he  remained  within  the  letter  of  the  law  as  it  had  been  adopted  for 
administration  by  the  Executive  Department  of  the  Government. 

The  question  of  striking  the  proof  Eagle  is  a little  more  complicated.  The  Act  of  1834 
reduced  the  weight  of  gold  coins  and  specified  their  denominations.  Nevertheless,  no  Eagles 
were  ever  made  before  this  Act  was  replaced  on  the  statute  books  by  the  Act  of  1837.  If 
the  legalistic  arguments  of  Newman  and  Taxay  are  accepted  the  Mint  was  breaking  the 
law  by  not  striking  the  new  Eagles  called  for  by  the  Congressional  legislation  of  1834  and 
so  was  the  President  who  must  execute  the  laws  of  the  land  enacted  by  the  legislature.  This 
issue  was  never  seriously  advanced  either  then  or  later.  If  elementary  logic  is  accepted  as 
important  here,  the  two  numismatic  scholars  cannot  have  it  both  ways  at  the  same  time. 
That  they  appear  to  try  is  another  indication  of  how  preconceptions  have  so  strongly  entered 
into  their  opinion  of  the  legality  of  both  the  1804  coins. 

It  has  frequently  been  proved  that  elementary  logic  is  no  help  in  many  a legal 
tangle,  for,  as  Mr.  Bumble  said,  very  often  “the  law  is  an  ass.”  To  what  extent  did 
Moore’s  1804  Eagle  actually  conflict  with  the  Act  of  1834?  While  there  are  a variety  of 
reasons  for  thinking  he  was  right  to  make  the  coin  advanced  in  my  earlier  paragraphs  it  is 
possible  to  argue  that  none  of  them  are  relevant  to  this  particular  point  in  law.  The 
provisions  of  the  1834  Act,  however,  went  beyond  just  specifying  the  weight  and  metallic 
content  of  the  new  gold  coins.  Although  the  supply  of  American  specie  in  this  country 
dated  before  the  Half  and  Quarter  Eagles  of  1834  was  so  small  as  to  be  practically 
unavailable  for  use  as  “coin  of  the  realm,”  the  considerable  quantity  of  gold  struck  on  the 
old  standard  could  not  be  overlooked.  Of  course,  one  way  to  deal  with  the  problem  would 
have  been  to  demonetize  all  the  earlier  coins.  If  any  explanation  why  this  was  not  done  is 
required  we  can  say  the  men  of  that  time  had  a great  respect  for  metallic  currency.  The 
relevant  fact  is  that  they  were  faced  by  a serious  coin  shortage,  which  is  what  the  legislation  of 
1834  was  all  about  anyway.  So  the  old  standard  gold  coins  were  allowed  to  retain  their  legal 
tender  status.  Although  Moore’s  1804  proof  Eagle  was  not  of  the  weight  and  fineness  specified 
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in  legislation  passed  a few  months  before,  it  was  still  a legal  tender  coin.  By  being  dated  1804 
it  did  not  technically  conflict  with  Jefferson’s  suspension  order  of  1806.  Taking  all  the  cir- 
cumstances into  consideration  I do  not  think  it  can  possibly  be  classified  as  an  “antedated 
fantasy”  with  a dubious  reputation.  Neither  can  the  Class  I Dollar. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  and  valuable  aspects  of  Newman’s  work  on  the  1804 
Dollar  is  that  he  covers  the  entire  history  of  the  coin  down  to  our  own  times  and  provides 
many  fascinating,  not  to  say  amusing,  insights  into  the  various  people  who  have  been 
associated  with  it.  In  the  process,  however,  he  still  demonstrates  from  time  to  time  the  same 
defects  in  historical  method  I have  just  been  discussing.  In  Chapter  X of  his  book  he 
describes  how  Matthew  Stickney  became  the  first  private  collector  to  own  the  famous  coin. 
In  1867,  twenty  four  years  after  the  event  and  when  already  an  old  man,  Stickney  wrote  a letter 
to  a New  York  coin  dealer  in  which  he  told  what  he  remembered  about  his  exchange  of 
various  coins  with  W.  E.  Dubois,  who  was  then  trying  to  build  up  the  mint  coin  collection, 
for  a Class  I Dollar.  The  author  subjects  Stickney  to  a cross  examination  in  a series  of  nine 
questions.16  Among  these  there  are  two  of  some  importance  to  the  problem  in  hand.  He  ques- 
tions the  intent  of  Stickney’s  statement  that  the  Class  I Dollar,  “was  not  considered  any  more 
valuable  than  any  other  of  the  series”  and  he  questions  the  validity  of  his  claim  that  the 
piece  was  “original”  when,  “He  knew  such  a type  of  brilliant  proof  was  not  made  in  that 
period.”16  In  regard  to  the  first  of  these  propositions  it  should  be  noted  that  the  collector  is 
first  quoted  out  of  context  and  then  his  answer  is  ignored.  Stickney  quite  simply  said,  “I 
only  desired  it  to  make  up  the  chronological  series  which  I perhaps  was  the  first  to  attempt 
to  make  of  U.  S.  Coins.”17  In  other  words,  he  regarded  himself  as  the  first  date  collector,  a 
piece  of  information  which  should  be  of  some  personal  and  numismatic  interest  to  those  who 
have  followed  in  his  footsteps.  It  is  not  easy  to  understand  why  his  claim  should  not  be  taken 
at  face  value  today. 

The  second  of  Newman’s  propositions,  however,  may  be  the  key  to  the  position  he 
adopts.  How  could  a collector  with  Stickney’s  experience  possibly  be  gulled  into  thinking  the 
Class  I Proof  Dollar  was  an  “original”?  It  is  the  very  improbability  of  Stickney’s  not  knowing 
the  actual  history  of  the  coin  that  leads  Newman  to  suspect  his  entire  motivation  in  writing 
the  letter  in  1867.  Challenging  this  position  we  must  once  more  introduce  the  metaphor  of 
an  historical  spectrum.  A great  deal  turns  on  the  meaning  of  “original.”  By  this  time  it 
should  be  plain  to  any  reader  of  “THE  FANTASTIC  1804  DOLLAR”  that  the  author 
considers  the  word  can  only  be  applied  to  a coin  struck  in  1804  for  use  as  currency. 
Stickney  wrote,  “I  have  a genuine  Proof  Dollar  of  the  United  States  coinage  of  1804.”17  It 
seems  safe  to  assume  that,  after  a half  century  of  collecting,  he  knew  what  he  was  talking 
about.  He  did  not  say  his  Dollar  was  struck  in  1804.  He  did  call  it  a Proof  and  an  original 
piece.  The  point  is  that  Stickney  and  Newman  are  on  different  ends  of  the  spectrum.  1 would 
suggest  all  the  former  means  is  that  his  piece  was  an  “original  Proof”  as  struck  in  1834. 

Eric  Newman  has  provided  a very  good  summary  of  his  position  in  the  next  to  the  last 
chapter  in  his  book.  Now  that  I have  challenged  some  of  his  conclusions  (as  distinct  from 
his  numismatic  facts)  a summary  of  my  own  position  is  in  order.  I think  the  Class  I Dollars 
and  the  Eagles  are  exactly  what  the  record  shows  them  to  be  — perfectly  legitimate  proof 
coins  struck  for  a special  purpose  in  accordance  with  a Presidential  directive.  The  President 
was  fully  within  his  legal  rights  to  order  the  presentation  sets  and  Director  Moore  correctly 
interpreted  the  instructions  he  received.  All  evidence  adduced  to  the  contrary  collapses  from 
its  own  inherent  contradictions. 

The  “conspiracy  theory”  in  all  its  aspects  is  not  valid  and  is  largely  based  on  the 
application  of  a current  pattern  of  numismatic  thought  projected  backwards  to  a period  when 
the  assumption  to  which  it  gives  rise  lacks  relevancy.  It  is  a commonplace  in  the  world  of 
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antiques  that  fraudulent  examples  of  anything  are  only  created  when  the  market  value  of 
the  originals  reaches  a very  high  figure.  The  high  prices  commanded  by  the  1804  Dollars 
many  years  after  their  creation  have  confused  almost  all  writers  who  have  studied  the  coins. 
The  extreme  interest  in  rare  dates  and  the  minutiae  of  die  varieties  is  a peculiarly  American 
numismatic  phenomenon  which  attained  a vice-like  grip  on  the  collecting  fraternity  as  soon 
as  the  hobby  took  a recognizable  shape  just  after  the  mid  19th  Century  and  has  lost  nothing 
of  its  force  since.  These  two  thought  patterns  were  eventually  combined  to  produce  the 
assumption  that  all  the  1804  coins  could  only  be  fakes  made  illegally  for  the  collecting 
market.  The  die  variations  so  noticeable  in  the  pieces  provided  further  fuel  for  the  theory 
because  the  same  types  of  variations  also  characterized  coins  known  to  have  been  made  in 
the  late  1850’s  and  1860’s  solely  for  sale  to  collectors. 

In  1834  the  various  forces  necessary  for  the  production  of  numismatic  fakes  just  did 
not  operate  because  they  didn’t  even  exist.  But  the  pattern  of  numismatic  thinking  in  our 
time  has  been  strong  enough  to  color  even  the  evaluation  of  factual  evidence  by  competent 
scholars.  If  our  history  is  carefully  examined  this  will  be  less  surprising  than  it  might  seem 
at  first  glance.  From  the  witch  trials  in  17th  Century  Salem  to  the  McCarthy  era,  and 
later,  the  Puritan  heritage  of  the  American  people  has  made  the  belief  in  the  reality  of 
subversive  and  mysterious  powers  of  evil  one  of  our  most  prominent  characteristics.  This 
heritage  is  so  strong  that  when  some  hidden  demon  can’t  be  found  we  have  often  felt 
impelled  to  invent  one.  Once  invented,  these  demons  have  proved  extremely  hard  to  get 
rid  of  partly  because  we  are  very  fond  of  them.  With  all  the  fuss  the  1804  Dollar  has 
stirred  up  a dramatic  theory  of  its  origin  is  much  more  interesting  than  one  which  proves 
to  be  quite  prosaic.  So,  in  considering  the  origins  and  significance  of  the  Class  I original  (and 
the  Proof  Eagle)  it  would  seem  that  Eric  Newman  has  made  his  contribution  to  the  mythology 
inspired  by  the  coin.
